NOTES FROM THE FPRESIDINT 

In the bird’s ege collection of my 
boyhood there were.two types of eggs 
of the domestic sparrow, One was 
email, With a pointed.end and of an 
almost uniform brown color. The other 
type was quite different, being larg, 
er, With ends of nearly equal round. 
ness, with whitish ground-color, 
splotched and marked with brown, ani), 
olive. I had found these two types in 
different nests, but on one occasion, 
at least, a small brown egg was dis~ 
coveret together with several of the 
larger. spotted ones in a nest ins 
hollow limb. 

I mécall that other boys recog 
nizei small brown, eggs and largr 
spotted eges of the domestic sparrote 
In the. "eighties" boys did not hare 
books which described and pictured ths 
Buropean Tree Sparrow (Passer montare 
us), and it is with humility I have ‘o 
confess that. my. cbservation of the 
Sparrows about our home did not dim 
tinguish the Tree Sparrow which in ali 
probability was there, I say in ali 
probability, because our home was sit~ 
uated inthe vicinity of Lefayette 
Perk, one of the spots to which this 
Sparroy was brought from Iurope in 
1¢70 ani set free. 

The eggs of the House Sparrow 
(Passer domesticus) vary in size and 
coloration; but it is scarcely probe 
able that the range of variation ex 
tends so far as to include the small 
brown egg of my early collection. This 
was undoubtedly the egg of the Inroe- 
pean Tree Sparrow.

Twice in nest building 
time I placed in the garden, some on 
trees, some on the ground, snort 
pieces of string of the following col- 
ors! dark blue, light blue, green, yel~ 
low, orange, red, pink, wihito, hem 
and burlap ravelings, ccumting and 
keeping a record of the number of each 
color placed. In each instance only 
burlap razolings, hemp, and white 
string were used. None of the bright 
colors were taken by the birds. I have 
tried to attract birds with pieces of 
baue and red sephyy but they were not 
used.
